bids on the Athens Huntsville 
road, 
inserted 
just prior to the primary, was all hokum he 
was shamed for thinking honorable state offi­ 
cials would be guijty of such practico. 
Sumter county doesn’t suffer by this decision 
of the state highway commission, as she long » 
since "got her’n." 
Incidentally, It might be mentioned en passant 
that Madison and Limestone didn’t go for Mc­ 
Dowell. 
Mr. Walker, as editor of one of the best weekly 
newspapers in Alabama, has done and is doing much 
for the upbuilding of his home section and the Ten­ 
nessee Valley generally, yet The Dally cannot agree 
With him that his attack on the state highway com­ 
mission is entirely deserved. 
The Daily is not so conversant with road condi­ 
tions in Limestone county as Mr. W alker, yet The 
Daily takes it that It is an undisputed fact th at the 
rtate build a rather good road from Athens toward 
Florence. 
It is an undisputed fact also that tha 
state highway commission, with aid from Albany- 
Decatur, Morgan and Limestone counties (very small 
aid from the -two counties, it Will he recalled), is 
bin filing a handsome bridge across the Tennessee 
river at this point. 


The state highway commislion also is construct­ 
ing a fill from tha river to the new lake bridge, and 
beyond that point to an intersection with the present 
Bee Line highway. 
All of this latter construction 
is in Limestone county. 
The bridge,

The Daily hi disappointed that no way has been 
found just now to build the road between Huntsville 
ami Athenr.. That ia a very necessary highway und 
it is to be hoped that some way will be found to pro­ 
cure funds for its construction. Never-the-Iess, The 
Daily cannot help but feel th at Mr. Walker, if he 
will emulate the injunction of the popular gospel 
hymn swl "count his oJessings,” he will discover, on 
second consideration, that instead of “getting it in 
me ueck ’ ttuit Limestone county has fared pretty 
well under the adm inistration of Chairman John A. 
Rogers and his associates.

CORPORATION SECURITIES ' 
By W. 8. COUSINS, International News Service Ftnsndal Editor. 


NEW YORK,—Professor Ripely 
of Harvard, the well known econo­ 
mist of Harvard University, has 
stimulated nation-wide 
discussion 
of the subject of publicity for Am­ 
erican corporations particularly as 
a guide to the investor in corpor­ 
ation securities. 
His raising of this question in a 
recent article has 
generally 
met 
with favorable response by 
the 
corporation heads, most of whom 
are willing to go the whole way 
of furnishing reliable information 
for prospective 
stockholders 
and 
others. 


The great difficulty 
in 
stock- 
speculation is that most investors 
are guided by the sheafes of false 
information put out in irrespon­ 
sible quarters, and which they ap­ 
parently accept without question 
while ignoring the reliable heads 
of the corporation. 
The 
Wall 
Street rumor factory is one of the 
most productive sources of unre­ 
liable information 
in the 
whole 
country and false 
reports 
have 
warped the judgment of hundreds 
of'stock purchasers. 


Recently the president of a com­ 
pany whose stock had been sky­ 
rocketed by 
a 
speculative pool 
authorised a public 
statement 
in 
which he said, in effect: "I know 
of no reason why the stock should 
be advancing so vigoriously. There 
is no sensational gain in our busi­ 
ness, and it will require an 
in­ 
crease in business to maintain the 
present dividend 
rate 
on 
our 
stock.” 


. Such statements are not infre­ 
quent these days, and any investor 
contemplating a purchase of cor­ 
poration irtoéK’ can secure authori­ 
tative information"if they go about 
the matte# in the proper manner, 
Efforts 
to secure 
reliable 
ad­ 
vance information for their 
cus­ 
tomers is a very commendable en­ 
terprise for the stock commission 
houses in Wall Street. 
It means 


profits for tlieir clients and 
in­ 
creasing income 
for 
themselves 
through the channels of commis­ 
sion on purchases and sales. 
But the increasing tendency of 
certain Wall 
Street 
interests to 
invent or to fabricate a story to 
fit all occasions, and to substitute 
the same for the real facts in any 
situation cannot 
be too strongly 
condemned."- 


Industrial 
leaders 
are 
to bo 
commended for their fearlessness 
and honesty in permitting the light 
of day to penetrate into the 
in­ 
tim ate affairs 
of their 
corpora­ 
tions for the enlightenment of the 
investing public. They could easi­ 
ly enrich themselves 
by 
“selling 
out” to the unsuspecting public a 
portion of their stock just prior to 
making their statements, but they 
would not hold their high position* 
if they were that type of men. It 
is unfortunate that 
as 
high 
a 
standard cannot be set and main­ 
tained among the leaders of stock 
speculation.
